On the implementation of the Paris Accords sovereignty was 
restored to the Federal Republic on Ifay 5 in Bonn. Thus 
ten years of occupation came to an end and the soldiers 
of the Western Powers stationed in Germany from now on 
will be regarded as our allies and guests. 


While the great majority of West Germans welcome the 
restoration of sovereignty, their enthusiasm is less than overwhelming, 
as less than three in ten (29%) welcomed it "enthusiastically", and 
but four in ten (41%) welcomed it "very much". The returns fron West 
Berlin are scarcely different.

WHILE MAJORITY SIDES VITH THE VEST, NEUTRALISM SHOWS FURTHER SLIGHT 
INCREASE... ! 


Fron the Sumner of 1952 until the Summer of 1953 there 
was an incressing identification of West Gernany with the West until 
at that tine roughly seven out of ten Geruans thought that they should 
be on the side of the West. Since then, there has been a slow drift away 
frou the West towards Neutralisn, that is towards taking neither side. 
(Included anong the "neutralists" are those who say they have "no 
opinion" as to which side Germany should take.) Fron the previous 
seven out of ten, there are now only about five out of ten (52%) who. 
choose the West, while those saying "Neither side" or with "No opinion" 
have increased fron three-tenths to almost half (47%). 


Confirnation of this trend can be seen also in the 
figures fron West Berlin where the proportion choosing the West has 
declined fron 89% in February 1953 to 13% now in June, 1955. Over 
the sane tine the percentage of those not wishing to take sides has 
risen fron 11% to 26%.

The decline in identification with the West noted in 
the previous question is further reflected in the answers to the 
question concerning, which side West Germany should be on in the event 
of a war between the U.S. and the Soviet Union. While differences 
between each successive survey are slight, the trend since September 
1952 is quite clear. It shows fewer people wishing to side with the 
U.S. and more wishing to remain neutral, The results from West Gernany 
and from West Berlin are in the same direction.
